T h e slate movements amoDg the lately ad­ 
mitted territories will begin to-morrow with 
a vote in South Dakota for the ratification of 
the Sioux Falls constitution and for the elec­ 
tion of delegates to a constitutional conven­ 
tion. 
If the constitution is ratified, which is 
said to lie a certainty , the convention will 
meet July 1st and vote to chance the state 
boundaries for the division of the territory of 
Dakota, for a change of the state name from 
Dakota to South Dakota, and for a readjust­ 
ment of the Legislative and judicial districts 
to meet the changes in p op ulation. 
The 
amended constitution will be submitted* to 
the p eop le for ratification on the first Tuesday 
of October, and several amendments, includ­ 
ing p rohibition, will be voted up on. 
If the 
Sioux Falls convention is rejected, then the 
convention will frame a new constitution, to 
be submitted for ratification in the same way . 
The state election will take p lace on the first 
Tuesduy in November, when state and judi­ 
cial officers, Rep resentatives in Congress and a 
Legislature will be chosen. 
The Legislature 
will choose two United States Senators to the 
fifty first Congress.

The anti-Chinese spirit is 
arraying itself against Europe, as it was ob­ 
vious that it would when the Chinese re­ 
striction bill was passed. 


T h e state movements among the lately ad­ 
mitted territories will begin to-morrow with 
a vote in South Dakota for the ratification of 
the Sioux Falls constitution and for the elec­ 
tion of delegates to a constitutional conven­ 
tion. 
If the constitution is ratified, which is 
said to tie a certainty, the convention will 
meet July 1st and vote to chance the state 
boundaries for the division of the territory of 
Dakota, for a change of the state name from 
Dakota to South Dakota, and for a readjust­ 
ment of the Legislative and judicial districts 
to meet the changes in population. 
The 
amended constitution will be submitted* to 
the people for ratification on the first Tuesday 
of October, and several amendments, includ­ 
ing prohibition, will be voted upon. 
If the 
Sioux Falls convention is rejected, then the 
convention will frame a new constitution, to 
be submitted for ratification in the same way 
The state election will take place on the first 
Tuesday in November, when state and judi­ 
cial officers,Representatives in Congress and a 
Legislature will be chosen. 
The Legislature 
will choose two United States Senators to the 
fifty first Congress.

CLARKSON'S WAY. 


Assistant Postmaster General Clarkson may 
rot t» e a statesman according to the Mug­ 
wump ideal, but he exhibits a good deal of 
old fashioned Republicanism, and, by the 
way, Democrats and Mugwumps sometimes 
burst out into praise of Republicanism of the 
old-fashioned sort, and draw contrasts be­ 
tween it and the Republicanism of to-day, al­ 
ways to the disparagement of the latter. 
When Mr. Clarkson beheads 250 Democratic 
Postmasters in a day and puts his fellow par­ 
tisans in their places, he exemplifies the Re­ 
publicanism of Lincoln and Grant, of Sew­ 
ard, Chase, Sumner, Stanton, Greeley,Weed, 
and a big host of those who labored for the 
creation and success of the party. 
And it is 
to Clarkson’s credit also that he hates a mean 
Democrat. 
An incident or two related by the Wash 
ington correspondent of the N ew York Press 
shows the sort of man Clarkson is. 
The 
other day while glancing down the list of 
Postoffice Inspectors in the Blue Book he 
came across the name of W illiam L. Jett, a 
Clev eland appointee from Kentucky, who 
had headquarters at St. Louis and was l>eiug 
paid $2,500 a year. 
The name of Jett had a 
familiar sound to the old campaigner, and af. 
ter jogging his memory for a few minutes the 
recollection became clear to him that this was 
the man who worked up the filthy scandal in 
relation to the Blaine family in 18 8 4, which 
was published by the Indianapolis Sentinel 
and led to a libel suit. 
The man had been 
generously rewarded by Mr. Clev eland for 
his infamous work, but Clarkson thought lie 
had been sufficiently paid. 
So lie hastened 
to Mr. Wanamaker’s room and said to him : 
“ We must remov e this fellow at once.'' 
Wanamaker hesitated, and suggested that it 
would be a good plan to allow him to resign. 
But the explanation conv inced him that 
Clarkson was right, and in just six minutes 
the head of the man who had been thriv ing 
on one of the most atrocious lies of the cen­ 
tury was lying in the basket at the foot of 
the Postoffice guillotine. 
Another instance was that of a newspaper 
correspondent stationed at present in W ash­ 
ington, who did not want anything for him ­ 
self, but whose cousin, a widow at the South, 
was liv ing with her aged mother, also a 
widow, and earning a scanty liv ing by teach 
ing a school of colored children at ten cents 
a week per pupil. 
The husbands of both of 
these women had been killed in the .South 
for political reasons, one of them for return­ 
ing a ballot box as it was cast. 
President 
Arthur gav e the daughter the little Postoffiee 
of her town, but President Clev eland turned 
her out, although she and her mother were 
almost the only persons in the neighborhood 
who could read and write. 
The correspond­ 
ent, on receiv ing a letter from his cousin ask­ 
ing him to interest himself in her recov ery of 
the Postoffiee, went directly to Clarkson, in. 
stead of trying to reach him through his 
Congressman, who was timorous about dis­ 
sipating his influence. 
He stated his case, 
and the Assistant Postmaster General only 
took pains to satisfy himself that the appli­ 
cant would do the work well. 
lie made the 
case special, and in a week the two widows 
had read the commission. 
Mr. Clarkson is abused by the Democratic 
press for his industry, but we remember that 
they all besought Mr. Clev eland’s administra­ 
tion to show greater diligence and activ ity in 
the same kind of 
work. 
Mr. Clarkson’s 
Democratic predecessor was Adlai Stev enson 
of Illinois, and his record of remov als was 
something ov er 50,000, an av erage of 40 per 
day for ev ery working day of Mr. Clev eland’s 
administration. 
He was the most popular 
Democrat of the administration, and except 
for Clev eland’s insane act of thrusting the de- 
crepid and senile Old Roman on the ticket, 
would hav e been the cnudidate of his paity 
for Vice President. 
Civ il Serv ice Reform is 
a great and precious inv ention and is going 
to be carried to ultimate success; but its true 
solution w ill be the employment of the best 
Republicans under Republican administra 
tions, and the best Democrats when the Dem 
ocratic party holds sway. 
And John 
Clarkson will yet become the high exemplar 
on whose acts will be modeled all real civ il 
serv ice reform. 


JUDGE FOSTER DEAD. 


Hon. Henry A. Foster died at his home in 
Rome, Oneida eountj', last Saturday ev ening 
less than a week after completing his eighty 
ninth year. 
Few men hav e participated 
more extensiv ely in the public affairs of New 
York than Judge Foster. 
He was born 
Connecticut, but his jmrents remov ed to this 
slnte when he was three years old, and set 
tied in 
Madison 
county, then a wilder 
ness wrell sprinkled with Indians. 
At the age 
of eight years young Foster was employed to 
carry the mails on horseback twice a week 
distance of sixteen miles through the Indian 
country. 
He receiv ed a common school edu 
cation, studied law, 
and was admitted 
practice at the age of 22. 
He immediately 
opened an office at Rome, and in 18 26 formed 
a partnership with Hon. Chester Hayden 
which continued till 18 8 0. In 18 27 Foster was 
appointed Surrogate of Oneida county by Gov 
Clinton. 
In 18 30 he was elected to the State 
Senate. 
At the Albany centennial he was 
recognized as the senior surv iv ing Senator 
his only liv ing contemporary in the Legisla­ 
ture of 18 31 being Hon. Platt Potter of 
Schenectady. 
This office he held for a single 
term of four years, when he was reappointed 
Surrogate by Gov . Marcy. 
In 18 36 he was 
elected to Congress, but refused to serv e a 
second term. 
In 18 40 he was returned to the 
Senate for another four years’ terra, and was 
elected President pro tem. of that body. 
In 
18 44 Gov . Bouck appointed him a United 
States Senator for the v acancy caused by the 
resignation of Silas W right to become Gov er 
nor. 
He serv ed a single year and w as sue 
ceedcd by Daniel S. Dickinson. 
He then re 
surncd the practice of law, and refused the 
office of United States District Attorney ten­ 
dered him by President Pierce. 
The rebell­ 
ion 
made 
him 
a 
Republican, and 
in 
18 63 
that 
party 
ejected 
him 
a 
Jusj 
tice of 
the 
Supreme 
Court 
for 
the 
fifth 
judicial 
district. 
He 
serv ed 
the 
full term of eight years, but at its close in 
18 71 he had passed the constitutional limit of 
sev enty years, and could not be re elected. 
H e then resumed the practice of law, which 
he continued until 18 8 5, when he withdrew 
from activ e life. 
During his busy official 
career Judge Foster was for many years a 
bank President, and for more than ha lf a 


century a trustee of Hamilton college and 
Vice-President of the American Colonization 
Society. 
His activ e and useful life was 
without a stain, and he has been for many 
years one of the most belov ed and v enerated 
of Central New York’s numerous distin­ 
guished men. 


HI LL AND THE PRESI DENCY. 


It is a little early to begin to count the 
Presidential chickens of 18 9 2, but the sym­ 
posium of Democratic opinions published 
yesterday by the New York 
Press indicates 
a difference of opinion that must look quite 
portentous to Gov . H ill. 
The only thick 
and thin supporters of the Gov ernor who 
declare themselv es are the Hudson Reg ister 
and Amsterdam Sentinel in this state, the 
Topeka Sentinel, St. Paul Qlo b e, Reading 
Ea g le and Hartford Demo cra t. 
Mr. Clev e­ 
land finds friends in the Indianapolis Sentinel, 
Charleston 
News 
a n d Co urier, 
Charlotte 
(N. C.) Chro nicle, Jersey City News. Nash­ 
v ille America n, Macon Teleg ra p h, 
St. Louis 
Rep ub lic, W ilmington (Del.) Every Evening , 
Springfield 
(Ohio) 
Demo cra t, 
DesMoincs 
Lea d er, Omaha Hera ld , Chattanooga Times, 
Eric (Pa.) Hera ld , La Crosse Chro nicle. New 
Hav en Reg ister, Galv eston News and Fort 
Worth Ga zette. 
Gen. Palmer, ex Speaker 
Carlisle and ex-Secretary Whitney get one 
supporter each. 
Ii is surprising that so few of the New 
York papers, where Gov . Hill is supposed to 
be firmly intrenched, hav e the courage to 
speak out. 
Many of them support his acts 
and policy with seeming cordiality, and hav e 
frequently gone out of their way to flatter 
him, but when asked to take a square posi­ 
tion on the Presidential question they prefer 
silence. 
The acts that serv e the party so 
well in the state may not commend themselv es 
to the party of the nation. 
It is not impossi­ 
ble that the fate of Hoffman may be in re. 
serv e 
for Hill. 
Hoffman 
serv ed 
his 
party 
too well 
by 
winking 
at 
tlje 
crimes 
of the 
Tweed gang, and was 
not ev en 
mentioned 
for the long prom­ 
ised 
Presidential 
nomination 
of 
18 72. 
The gubernatorial orange hav ing been sucked 
dry, there was no further use for it. 
But will the part)’ dare to renominate Mr. 
Clev eland? 
There are Democrats by the 
hundred thousand who will insist that a m i­ 
nority of 65 in the electoral college, the dem­ 
onstrated impossibility 
of 
carrying New 
York, the growing uncertainty that hangs 
ov er Connecticut, V irginia and West Vir­ 
ginia, and the addition of four Republican 
states, must decisiv ely answer this question. 


300 N EG RO ES BAPTIZED. 


T he IL-stilt o f th e G re a t R evival Going on in 
liic h m o iid. 
[Dispatch to the New Y’ork Sun.] 
R ich m o nd, May 12.— To-day at 11 o’clock 
Richmond was almost without au adult negro 
inhabitant. 
The entire black population had 
gone to the banks of the James Riv er to see 
the biggest baptism ev er known among the 
colored churches. 
About 300 were put under 
the water, and many more are to follow. This 
is the first result of the unprecedented rev iv al 
going on here for three weeks in the colored 
churches. 
The scenes during the past week 
culminated 
yesterday 
and 
last night in 
such wild chanting, to the accompaniment of 
hand shaking, as to render sleep impossible 
in many parts of the city, the hot weather 
seeming to add to the intensity of their relig­ 
ious ferv or. 
No colored person, no matter 
how irreligious, dares refuse taking the hand 
of one just conv erted, although this necessi­ 
tates a pump-handle mov ement until the con­ 
v ert relates the long story of the v isions he 
has seen leading up to his conv ersion. Hence 
up into t lie small hours the loud singing of ex­ 
perience went on,the v oices of the chanters of­ 
ten acquiring a peculiar staccato, in accord­ 
ance with the v igor of the handshaking. 
The correspondent, standing under a window 
at 1 o’clock this morning, could catch from 
three different points such song lines as these: 
I g o t <le ole satyn in dts left han’, 
An' I g wine to hole him, too; 
An' in <lis rig ht ban- I g ot the rig hteous sword, 
Whar 1 g wine to hole him too: 
An' ole satyn may call, and oie satyn may cry. 
But 1 done wid him 


Then the v oice of another brother, just 
happy, and impatient to relate his experience 
broke in : 


IIol' hint down, hoi' him down, 
De Lamb said to me. l ’se g wine to set yon free 
Th chains all off, de shackles done brake; 
Yoe done g one out of big damnation. 
Ooutnhoo; thank you. sweet Jesus. 


This relator’s song was broken into by tlie 
ringing v oice of a female wrought up to 
frenz.y as she shrieked : 


Thank God, thank God, my Jesus come to me, he 
did. 
He said. ‘ Sister, I want you."' he did. 
I said, "Yes, sweet Lamb," I did. 
He said, "Den wander no m o," he did. 
Deliverer of life rig ht at yo" foot. 
De crystal water splashin’ by yo' knee. 
Take off dem chains and put on white robes, 
Thank God, thank God ! 


Thus it was kept up. 
In many inslanct 
fifteen minutes’ time was consumed in sliak 
ing one person by the band and relating v is 
ions. 
By daylight this morning, the entire negro 
population was up preparing to attend the 
union baptism, which was to begin at 10:30 
The crowd in attendance is estimated at from 
20,000 to 30,000. 
The conv erts marched in 
procession through the streets, many of the 
women wearing white robes, and some of the 
more opulent attired in Directoire gowns 
The Rev . John Jasper, the inv incible anti 
satan slugger, who lias regularly, once i 
month, hurled the m ov ing sun among hi: 
missiles at the arch-enemy, towered six feet 
one abov e the v ast concourse, and though 
3Tears old, his v oice is the strongest, and his 
roil of conv erts the largest. 
The three ministers stood in the riv er, three 
lines of penitents m ov ing to them at a time, 
and the groans and shouts, the ecstatic ejacu­ 
lations that rolled ov er the v ast multitude, 
surpassed anything of the kind ev er beard in 
Richmond before. 
The police, to prev ent 
disaster, had to scatter the crowds from the 
bridge. 
Hundreds were not able to get in 
sight of the water. 
This is only the begin­ 
ning of similar baptisms.

He was v ery particular 
about that campuign, too, because it was 
really his campaign for the Senate. 
lie hit 
upon a great scheme to retriev e his fortune. 
There was to be a ha nging in one of the 
most important of all 
his counties. Joe 
Blackburn knew the offender well enough to 
call him “ my dear Tom ” and ask him for 


permission to make a speech from the scaffold 
before the drop fell. 
It was the most popu­ 
lar ev ent in that neighborhood in years, and 
was an opportunity not to l>e lost. 
The re­ 
quired permission was had. 
T en thousand people, probably, surged up 
and down. 
The Congressman mounted the 
scaffold, stood his plug hat up and threw his 
glov es into it, bowed and began. 
He first 
thanked the murderer at his side for his great 
generosity in permitting the occurrence in 
which he was so much interested to lie delayed, 
but attriTiuted it to his undying dev otion to the 
cause of triumphant Democracy. 
Then he plunged into the midst of the ablest 
politica l speech of his life. 
He had gone on 
for som e minutes. The murderer suddenly at­ 
tracted the attention of the Sheriff, as if he 
had long wanted to interrupt, but had been 
prev ented by the rules of hospitality, which 
he a lw a ys held to faithfully.

HILL AND THE PRESIDENCY. 


CLARKSON'S WAY. 


Assistant Postmaster General Clarkson may 
not be a statesman according to the Mug­ 
wum p ideal, but he exhibits a good deal of 
old fashioned ltepublicanism, and, by the 
way, Democrats and Mugwumps sometimes 
burst out into praise of Republicanism of the 
old-fashioned sort, and draw contrasts be­ 
tween it and the Republicanism of to-day, al­ 
ways to the disparagement of the latter. 
W hen Mr. Clarkson beheads 250 Democratic 
Postm asters in a day and puts his fellow par­ 
tisans in their places, he exemplifies the Re­ 
publicanism of Lincoln and Grant, of Sew­ 
ard, Chase, Sumner, Stanton, Greeley,Weed, 
and a big host of those who labored for the 
creation and success of the party. 
And it is 
to Clarkson’s credit also that he hates a mean 
Democrat. 
An incident or two related by the W ash­ 
ington correspondent of the New York Press 
shows the sort of man Clarkson is. 
The 
other day while glancing down the list of 
Postoffice Inspectors in the Blue Book he 
came across the name of William L. Jett, a 
Cleveland appointee from Kentucky, who 
bad headquarters at St. Louis and was bein 
paid $2,500 a year. 
The name of Jett had a 
fam iliar sound to the old campaigner, and af. 
ter jogging his memory for a few minutes the 
recollection became clear to him that this was 
the man who worked up the filthy scandal in 
relation to the Blaine family in 1884, which 
was published by the Indianapolis Sentinel 
and led to a libel suit. 
The man had been 
generously rewarded by Mr. Cleveland for 
his infamous work, but Clarkson thought he 
had been sufficiently paid. 
So he hastened 
to Mr. W an a maker's room and said to him 
“ W e must remove this fellow at once. 
W anam aker hesitated, and suggested that it 
■would be a good plan to allow him to resign. 
But the explanation convinced him that 
Clarkson was right, and in just six minutes 
the head of the man who had been thriving 
on one of the most atrocious lies of the cen­ 
tury was lying in the basket at the foot of 
the Postoffice guillotine. 
Another instance was that of a newspaper 
correspondent stationed at present in W ash 
ington, who did not want anything for him 
self, but whose cousin, a widow at the South, 
was living with her aged mother, also a 
widow, and earning a scanty living by teach 
ing a school of colored children at ten rents 
a week per pupil. 
The husbands of both of 
these women had been killed in the South 
for political reasons, one of them for return 
pig a ballot box as it was cast. 
President 
A rthur gave the daughter the little Postoffiec 
of her town, but President Cleveland turned 
her out, although she and her mother were 
almost the only persons in the neighborhood 
who could read and write. 
The correspond­ 
ent, on receiving a letter from his cousin ask­ 
ing him to interest himself in her recovery of 
the Postoffice, went directly to Clarkson, in 
stead of trying to reach him through his 
Congressman, who was timorous about dis 
sipating his influence, 
lie stated his case, 
and the Assistant Postmaster General only 
took pains to satisfy himself that the appli 
cant would do the work well. 
He made the 
case special, and in a week the two widows 
had read the commission. 
Mr. Clarkson is abused by the Democratic 
press for his industry, but we remember that 
they all besought Mr. Cleveland's administra­ 
tion to show greater diligence and activity in 
the same kind of 
work. 
Mr. Clarkson’s 
Dem ocratic predecessor was Adlai Stevenson 
of Illinois, and his record of removals was 
som ething over 50,000, an average of 40 per 
day for every working day of Mr. Cleveland’s 
administration. 
He was the most popular 
Democrat of the administration, and except 
for Cleveland’s insane act of thrusting the de- 
crepid and senile Old Roman on the ticket, 
would have been the candidate of his paity 
for Vice President. 
Civil Service Reform is 
a great and precious invention and is going 
to be carried to ultim ate success; but its true 
solution will be the employment of the best 
Republicans under Republican administra 
tions, and the best Democrats when the Dem­ 
ocratic party holds sway. 
And John S 
Clarkson will yet become the high exemplar 
on whose acts w ill be modeled all real civil 
service reform. 


It is a little early to begin to count the 
Presidential chickens of 1892, but the sym­ 
posium of Dem ocratic opinions published 
yesterday by the New Y ork Press indicates 
a difference of opinion that m ust look quite 
portentous to Gov.

Leader, Omaha Herald, Chattanooga Times, 
Erie (Pa.) Herald, La Crosse Chronicle. New 
Haven Register, Galveston News and Fort 
W orth Gazette. 
Gen. Palm er, ex-Speaker 
Carlisle and cx-Secretary W hitney get one 
supporter each. 
It is surprising that so few of the New 
York papers, where Gov. H ill is supposed to 
be firmly intrenched, have the courage to 
speak out. 
Many of them support his acts 
and policy with seeming cordiality, and have 
frequently gone out of their way to flatter 
him, but when asked to take a square posi­ 
tion on the Presidential question they prefer 
silence. 
The acts that serve the party so 
well in the state may not com m end themselves 
to the party of the nation. 
It is not impossi 
ble that the fate of Hoffm an m ay be in re.

JUDGE FOSTER DEAD. 


Hon. Henry A. Foster died at bis home In 
Rome, Oneida county, last Saturday evenin 
less than a week after completing his eighty- 
ninth year. 
Few men have participated 
more extensively in the public affairs of New 
Y ork than Judge Foster. 
He was born in 
Connecticut, but his jxurents removed to this 
slate when he was three years old, and set 
tied in 
Madison 
county, then a wilder 
ness well sprinkled with Indians. 
At the age 
of eight years young Foster was employed to 
carry the mails on horseback twice a week a 
distance of sixteen miles through the Indian 
country. 
He received a common school edu­ 
cation, studied law, and was admitted to 
practice at the age of 22. 
He immediately 
opened an office at Rome, and in 1826 formed 
a partnership with Hon. Chester Hayden, 
which continued till 1880. In 1827 Foster was 
appointed Surrogate of Oneida county by Gov, 
Clinton. 
In 1830 lie was elected to the State 
Senate. 
At the Albany centennial he was 
recognized as the senior surviving Senator, 
his only living contemporary in the Legisla 
ture of 1831 being Hon. Plntt Potter of 
Schenectady. 
T his office he held for a single 
term of four years, when he was reappointed 
Surrogate by Gov. Marcy. 
In 1836 he was 
elected to Congress, but refused to serve a 
second term. 
In 1840 he was returned to the 
Senate for another four years’ term, and was 
elected President pro tern, of that body. 
In 
1844 Gov. Bouck appointed him a United 
Stales Senator for the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of Silas W right to become Gover­ 
nor. 
He served a single year and was suc­ 
ceeded by Daniel S. Dickinson. 
He then re­ 
sumed the practice of law, and refused the 
office of United States District Attorney ten­ 
dered him by President Pierce. 
The rebell­ 
ion 
made 
him 
a Republican, and 
in 
1863 
that 
party 
elected 
him 
« 
Jusj 
tice of 
the 
Supreme 
Court 
for 
the 
fifth 
judicial 
district. 
He 
served 
the 
full term of eight years, but at its close in 
1871 he had pa&sed the constitutional lim it of 
seventy years, and could not be re elected. 
H e tbea resumed the practice of law, which 
he continued until 1885, when he withdrew 
from active life. 
During his busy official 
career Judge Foster was for many years a 
bank President, and for more than half a

T h e R e s u lt o f th e G r e a t R e v iv a l G o in g on in 
R ic h m o n d . 
(Dispatch to the New Y ork Sun.] 
R ic h m o n d , May 12.—To-day at 11 o’clock 
Richmond was almost w ithout an adult negro 
inhabitant. 
The entire black population had 
gone to tiie banks of the Jam es River to see 
the biggest baptism ever know n among the 
colored churches. 
About 300 were put under 
the water, and many more are to follow. This 
is the first result of the unprecedented revival 
going on here for three weeks in the colored 
churches. 
The scenes during the past week 
culminated 
yesterday 
and 
last 
night 
such wild chanting, to the accompaniment of 
hand shaking, as to render sleep impossible 
in many parts of the city, the hot weather 
seeming to add to the intensity of their relig­ 
ious fervor. 
No colored person, no matter 
how irreligious, dares refuse taking the hand 
of one just converted, although this necessi­ 
tates a pump-handle movem ent until the con 
vert relates the long story of the visions lie 
lias seen leading up to his conversion. Hence 
up into the small hours the loud singing of c.\ 
perience went on.the voices of the chanters of­ 
ten acquiring a peculiar staccato, in accord­ 
ance with the vigor of tlie handshaking. 
The correspondent, standing under a window 
at 1 o’clock this m orniug, could catch from 
three different points sucli song lines as these 
I got <le ole satyn in dis left han", 
An' I gwine to hole him , too; 
An’ in dis right han' I got the righteous sword, 
W har 1 gwine to hole him too;

The Rev. John Jasper, the invincible anti- 
satan slugger, who lias regularly, once a 
month, hurled the m oving sun among his 
missiles at the arch-enemy, towered six feet 
one above the vast concourse, and though 71 
years old, his voice is the strongest, and his 
roll of converts the largest. 
The three ministers stood in the river, three 
lines of penitents m oving to them at a time, 
and the groans and shouts, the ecstatic ejacu­ 
lations tliat rolled over tlie vast multitude, 
surpassed anything of the kind ever beard in 
Richmond before. 
The police, to prevent 
disaster, had to scatter the crowds from the 
bridge. 
Hundreds were not able to get in 
sight of the water. 
T his is only the begin­ 
ning of similar baptisms.

It is n public school for a single dis­ 
trict of the City. 
It has its own Board of 
Education, of which J ohn B. Alliger is Pres­ 
ident, William Winter Clerk, and Conrad 
Ililtebrandt is the third member. No attempt 
has ever been made to secure scholars by ad­ 
vertising, yet during the present school year 
94 non-resident scholars have been in attend 
ance, attracted by the superior advantages 
the Academy offers for securing a solid edu­ 
cation.

relation lo the Blaine family in I**-!, which 
was published by the Indianapolis Sentinel 
and led. to a libel suit. 
The man had U rn 
generously rewarded by Mr 
Cleveland for 
his infam ous work, but Clarkson thought lie 
bad been sufficiently paid. 
So he hastened 
to Mr. W anam aker'a room and said to him :

A rthur gave tile daughter the Utile Postoffice 
of lier town, but President Cleveland turin d 
her out, although she and her m other were 
almost the only persons in the neighborhood 
w ho could read nnd w rite. 
The correspond­ 
ent, on receiving a h tier from his cousin ask­ 
ing him to interest himself in lier recovery of 
tile Postoffice, went directly to Clarkson, in 
stead of trying to reach him through his 
Congressman, who was tim orous ulsiut dis 
siputing his influence, 
lie stated his case, 
ami the Assistant Postm aster Gem ral only 
took pains to satisfy himself that the appl! 
cant would do the work well. 
lie made the 
case s|>eciitl, and in a week the two widows 
had read the commission. 
Mr Clarkson is abused by the Democratic 
press for his industry, but we rememlier that

JU DGF FOSTER DEAD. 


Hon. H enry A. Foster died nt his home in 
Rome, Oneida countj', last Saturday evening 
less than aw eek after com pleting his eighty 
ninth year. 
Few men have participated 
more extensively in the public affairs of New 
Y ork than Ju d g e Foster. 
He was born in 
Connecticut, but his |airents removed lo this 
slate when he was three years old. and set 
tied in 
Madison 
county, then a wilder 
mats well sprinkled witli Indians. 
A t the age 
of eight years youog Foster was employed to 
carry the m ails on horseback twice a week a 
distance of sixteen miles through the Indian 
country. 
He received a common school edu 
cation, studied law, and was adm itted to 
practice at the age of 22. 
He immediately 
ojiened an office at Rome, and in 1*2« formed 
a partnership with Hon. Chester Hayden 
which continued till 18H0. In 1827 Foster was 
appointed Surrogate of Oneida county by Gov. 
Clinton. 
In 1H30 he was elected to the State 
{Senate. 
At the Albany centennial he was 
recognized as the senior surviving Senator, 
hi* only living contem porary in the Lcgida 
lure of 1831 being Hon. Platt 
Potter of 
Schenectady. 
T his office he held for a single 
term of four years, when he was reappointed 
Surrogate by Gov. Marcy. 
In 1838 he was 
elected to Congress, but refused to serve a 
second term . 
In 1840 he was returned to the 
Senate for another four years’ terra, and was 
elected P resident pro tem. of that body. 
In 
1844 Gov. Houck appointed him a United 
States Senator for the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of Silas W right to become Cover 
nor. 
He served a single year and was sue 
corded by Daniel S. Dickinson. 
H e then re­ 
sumed the practice of law, and refused the 
office of U nited States D istrict A ttorney ten 
dcrcd him by President Pierce. 
T he rebell­ 
ion 
m ade 
him 
a 
Republican, and 
in 
1863 
th at 
party 
elected 
bim 
a 
Jus; 
tice of 
the 
Suprem e 
Court 
for 
the 
fifth 
judicial 
district. 
He 
served 
the 
full term of eight years, but at its close in 
1871 he had passed the constitutional lim it of 
seventy years, and could not be re elected. 
H e then resum ed the practice of law, which 
be continued u ntil 1885, when be w ithdrew 
from active life. 
D uring his busy official 
career Ju d g e Foster was for m any years a 
bank P resident, and for more than half a 


century a trustee of Ham ilton college and 
Vice-President of the Am erican Colonization 
Society. 
His active and useful life was 
without a stain, and he has been for many 
years one of the most lielovcd nnd venerated 
of Central New- Y ork’s numerous distin­ 
guished men.

Trader, Omaha Herald, Chattanooga Times, 
Kri‘* (Pa.) Herald, La Crosse Chronicle. New 
Haven Register, Galveston Weir* and F ort 
W orth (Jan tie.

Carlisle nnd ex-Secretary W hitney get one 
supporter each. 
It is surprising that so few of the New 
Y ork papers, where Gov. H ill is supposed to 
be firmly intrenched, have the courage to 
speak out.
